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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments filed 1/1 1/2011 has been fully 
considered but are not found persuasive. Applicant argues that Banowski teaches an unreasonable number of compositions and do not 
teach mandelic acid as a preferred component. This argument is not found persuasive because Banowski teaches a reasonable number of 
embodiments and there is no requirement that Banowski teach a component as preferred in order to render the use of said component as 
obvious. Applicant also argues that Banowski teaches a broad range for a:b ratios and the examples provided are different from the 
claimed ratios by a factor of 2.7. This argument is not found persuasive because Banowski teaches a range which encompasses the 
claimed range. Applicant also argues that Shen teaches hydroxycarboxylic acids having 6 carbons or less and one would not replace said 
acids with mandelic acid which has 8 carbon atoms. This argument is not found persuasive because Shen teaches the use of 
hydroxycarboxylic acids and the teachings of Yu provide the motivation to add mandelic acid to the formulations of Shen. Applicant also 
argues that Shen requires a soluble Ca salt and Ca mandalate is only slightly soluble. This argument is not found persuasive because 
even though Ca mandalate is slightly soluble that still reads on soluble and there is no evidence that the use of Ca and mandelic acid would 
result in Ca mandalate. While the examiner agrees that in a simple aqueous formulation said precipitate would form, in complex gel 
emulsions, as taught in Shen, there is no way to determine if said precipitation would take place due to the gel structure and plurality of 
additional components found within the composition.
